Business activity continues to decline.’ By week 
ended May 11, New York Times business index had swung down 
still further to 81.5 (estimated “normal” equals 100) compared 
with the high—for this year—of 88.2 in early February and 84.6 in 
mid-May last y2ar. Monthly index of Annalist has been dropping 
steadily since the beginning of January; by April had declined 
4.3 noint from its January level.

Steel ingot output was at 42.8 per cent of capacity in week 
of May 20, compared with 54.2% in corresponding week of last 
year.
